Controversy in Congress 
and Deprecates Insults 
That Have Been Intro- 
duced During Debate.

30 — Presi- 


dent Wilson declared today that on 
account of the contradictory state- 
ments In the Baltimore 
platforms, 


Democrats should have no hesjtatioi 
in voting for the repeal of the Pan 
ama canal tolls exemption. 


The president emphatically char 


acterized the exemption as a subsidj 
and pointed out that one plank in 
the Baltimore 
platform 
expressed 


opposition to any subsidy dhect or 
indirect while another 
plank de- 


clared for tolls exemption. The pres- 
ident asserted that there should be 
no doubt among Democrats 
as to 


which should take precedence. 


The president reiterated that the 


exemption never was a policy of the 
Democratic house because 
it 
v\ 


passed through a coalition 
of Re- 


publicans and a minority of Demo- 
crats, the majority 
of 
Democrats 


voting against it on the ground that 
it was a subsidy. 


The 
president 
explained 
that 


if the 
international 
situation 
to 


which he referred in his 
message 


had not arisen, he would have been 
opposed to the tolls exemption as 
against Democratic 
doctrine. But, 


he indicated, 'however, that if 
it 


were not for the international situ- 
ation he did not feel that it would 
have been proper for him to ques- 
tion the acts of a previous adminis- 
tration. 
Mr. Wilson talked frankly about 


the tolls controversy 
in 
congress. 


saving that the story that he had 
entered into a bargajn with Great 
Britain through Sir William Tyrell. 
private secretary 
to 
Sir Edward 


Grey, was one of a number of in- 
sults that had been introduced 
in 


the congressional debate. The pres- 
ident declared he wanted to express 
his regret that what had promised 
to be a dignified contest with genu- 
ine differences of opinion, 
seemed 


to be degenerating, in opinion, into 
an attempt to discredit the adminis- 
tration 
He remarked that while it 


made all the more certain the result 
in favor of the administration 
he 


thought it a great pity that public 
affairs should be handled in that wav 
He did not think all the opponents 
of the repeal felt that wav. but much 
color had been interjected 
in 
the 


controversy and he did not under- 
stand the motives for it. The presi- 
dent "said he had no arxietv ove^ 
any political friction in the Demo- 
cratic nartv over the result and re- 
ferred to the reneal contest as no* 
a "capital operation" but 
"just a 


convalescent."

The Dixie Coal company's mine, lo- 


cated at Dixie, O., a short distance 
north of Shawnee, is expected to be 
included in the shut-down dated to 
besrin April 1 .with expiration of the 
old wage scale contract. 


Manager George Upson said Mon- 


day the company has prepared for 
the condition toy storing a supply that 
will take care cf all demands during 
the summer. This company employs 
125 men on the average payroll, but 
throughout the Shawnee district it is 
said several thousand men will be 
affected by the strike. It is impossi- 
ble to estimate the actual number in 
the district for the reason, it is as- 
serted, that weather conditions have 
l)etji «o variable this season that the 
list of working miners is widely 
varied in numbers from time to time.

Shall the arrangement of the stars 


on our flag be clwnged? 


There are fhre bills before Congress 


asking for changes, in the arrange- 
ment of the stars on the field of our 
national flag. 


On the first flag there were thir- 


teen stars arranged in a circle. The 
next change was made in 1814 when 
tifteen stare were scattered evenly 
over the field of. blue. Jn 1818 there 
were twenty states and their twenty 
stars were arranged so as to form a 
five pointed star. As soon as the ad- 
ditional states were admitted the 
stars 
were 
arranged in horizontal 


rows until now our flag contains, six 
tows of eight stars each. 
; 


1 The best of the new arrangements 
proposed suggests a large center star 
of six points formed by thirteen stars 
representing 
the thirteen 
original 


states, around this composit star is a 
circle of twenty-five stars, the num- 
ber of states added.to the original 
Union during onr first century of 
n it!ona! life, which gave us a total 
of 
Milrtv-eight states. 
Since that 


tim" ten mere states have been added 
nu; ti.'isf the forty-eight states of to- 
duy. The last ten stars are arranged 
in a circle outside of the first circle. 
Stars for new- states can toe placed in 
the new outer circle without destroy- 
ing the general plan. 


The wtorat plan is the worst 
ever 


presented. It suggests the arrange- 
ment of the stars with a few straight 
lines so as to represent the starred 
cross on the confederate flag. A vol- 
ume of protestjs being sent to Con- 
gress by the patriotic societies of the 
country. 


The following set of 
resolutions

Army of the Republic, does by these 
resolutions most emphatically regis- 
ter Its disapproval and objection to 
any such change In the present form 
of the Stars and Stripes, and

The great body of the taxpayers of Ohio were en- 


titled to the relief to them which the new lav\* will 
bring them through these increases in valuations upon 
the duplicates by reason of the listing of property that 
escaped taxation in prior years. 


Lower rates of taxation to these and the consequent 


reduction in the amounts they will pay in the future will 
justify the new system to thousands of taxpayers in the 
state.

It Is for all the consecrated 
to remember that their first obligation 
is In respect to their own flesh, not 
that of others. 
We may give each 


other valuable suggestions, but the re- 
sponsibility for the body rests with 
each as a Xew Creature. And here we 
have the task of our lives; for in our 
flesh, as the Apostle says, dwells no 
perfection. Some have one degree of 
Imperfection and some another; some 
are more imperfect and blemished in 
one way and others in another. But as 
the Scriptures continually assure us, 
there is none righteous, none perfect, 
no, not one. We all come short and 
need to recognize our shortcomings; 
and we are to fight the good fight 
against them. 


The New Creature In School. 


Whoever would be of the class to 


which God has called us must of ne- 
cessity be developed: therefore who- 
ever God has called, accepted and be- 
gotten of the Holy Spirit are in the. 
School of Christ Then begin the les- 
sons which they must learn—they must 
grow in grace, in knowledge and in 
love. As the Apostle explains, they 
must be transformed—be formed over. 
If they are not thus transformed, they 
TV 111 not be ready for the Kingdom to 
Tvhich they are called. This trans- 
forming Is not a work in the flesh, al- 
though it will affect the flesh to some 
extent 
It is the renewing of the 


mind—their minds must become new. 
Thereafter matters are to be decided, 
not according to their preferences, but 
seconding to certain principles—Justice 
and love. The New Creatures In 
Christ have a set of new rules, alto- 
gether different from what they had 
before they became New Creatures. 


The world bos no such rules and reg- 


ulations as those which are applicable 
to the New Creatures in Christ Ev- 
erything done by those who are la the 
School of Christ must be squared by 
the Rule of Justice. They dare not do 
anything that would be unjust to * 
neighbor, to a brother or to anybody. 
To the full extent of their ability the 
New Creatures must render justice. 
Many of the Lord's people apparently 
have not fully realised this fact—that 
obedience to the rules governing the 
new nature means absolutely the Gold-

the lines of justice and of slid- 


ing along as he may be able and of 
leaving others In the lurch. This will 
not do for the New Creature: for be 
has <-ome under a set of new rules, 
and no matter bow much the old crea- 
ture may seek to shirk, the New Crea- 
ture's duty is to bring the body Into 
subjection and to see that justice rules 
In every net and word, and so far as 
possible In every thought. 


"They Shall All Be Taught of God." 
To whatever extent the principles of 


justice control our minds, to that ex- 
tent we have character-likeness to 
God. 
The cultivation of these princi- 


ples In all our actions and dealings. In 
all our words aud thoughts, must be 
our daily concern. It may be compar- 
atively easy to be just so far as money 
is concerned, to say, I would pay to 
the very last penny, and would live on 
the plainest of food rather than be in 
debt; but it is not so easy to be thor- 
oughly just in our words and thoughts. 
The New Creature is to sit in judg- 
ment ou every word which his mouth 
may utter. It is no wonder that St 
James says that if any man sin not 
with bis tongue the same is a perfect 
man. 
The New Creature is to be on 


guard that he may be developed along 
this line, and must thoroughly show 
the Lord that he has no sympathy with 
injustice. 


One must be just in his thoughts be- 


fore he can be properly just in his 
dealings. The man who thinks un- 
justly will act unjustly, in spite of 
himself; therefore the New Creature 
must be disciplined even to the control 
of his thoughts. He must never think 
fit any one except with an unprejudic- 
ed mind, a calm judgment, seeking to 
give others the benefit of the doubt, If 
there Is any doubt whatever. 
Addi- 


tionally, be must heed the Lord's coun- 
sel that we should exercise great mer- 
cy, and that He would rather have us 
err in the sense of being too lenient 
than have us be merely just. 


But beyond justice conies love, the 


very highest of God's attributes. God 
is just; but He is Love, also, which la 
higher, in the sense that it implies 
something >?ore than mere justice. 
Not only will God do full Justfce 
everybody, but He will do a little mo: 
—He will do something of lore. This 
He shows Mj9 in His dealings with 
mankind. God was only just when He 
condemn-*! the race of Adam as unfit 
for everlasting life; and He would still 
have been just if He bad never pro- 
vided redemption or any other oppor- 
tunity for the world whatever. 


God is more than just, ho wafer, and 


90 in due time He provided the Re- 
deemer. 
This was Grace, tbls was 


Mercy, this was Love. And Love has 
been working all through His great 
Plan of the Ages, providing first the 
Savior, then making provision for the 
Church, that through His mercy we 
might come from the ranks of sinners 
np to the ranks of glory. To accom- 
plish this, He has forgiven the sins of 
the Church, has encouraged them by 
assurances of His love and favor all 
the way and has made all things work 
together for their good. 


"Be Ye Perfect." 


This, then, is the Love of God; and 


the New Creatures in Christ must 
have this character-likeness to God. 
We must have love, sympathy, and not 
merely justice. There is nothing of 
grace in the giving of justice; any- 
thing less than justice is wrong. But 
the Lord's people must be more than 
just; they are to be kindly affeetioned 
oneio another, tender-hearted, forgiv- 
ing one another, even as God for 
Christ's sake has forgiven them. Our 
Heavenly Father wishes His chftArefi 
to see (hat quality in His character 
and to copy It This is what Jesus 
meant when He said, "Be ye perfect, 
even as your Father in Heaven is per- 
fect" 
We cannot bring our mortal 


body to that degree of perfection 
where every act would be perfect ev- 
ery word perfect but the mind must 
be in full sympathy and accord with 
God and Hi* arrangements, and nch 
must strive to the best of his ability 
to bring the body Into harmony with 
God.
